American Naval Hero Sank Eleven Vessels, Killed 


Wounded 400, And Escaped Almost Unin- 


jured—What Dispatch Says.

Hong Kong, May 7.—Special.—Dewey's dispatch boat Mc- 


Culloch has arrived here with dispatches frorn the hero of Manila. 
A correspondent on the boat reports that the Spanish fleet of eleven 
vessels was destroyed. 
Three hundred Spaniards were killed; four 


hundred wounded. 
No Americans were killed, six only being 


slightly wounded. 
The American vessels escaped practically un- 


scathed. 


The engagement was one of the fiercest in the annals. of naval 


history. 
From the first, however, the Americans had the advan- 


tage. 
Not only were their guns superior in power, but they were 


more rapid in action, and were served with great precision. Every 
shot fired hit a Spaniard somewhere, and generally in a vulnerable 
'spot. 
It was hard to tell whether the, shells or solid shot were the 


most effective. . Both did terrible execution, and as one after another 
of the Spanish vessels fell out of line on account of disability the tars 
on board the American ships gave vent to cheer after cheer. 
Their 


enthusiasm did not in the least abate their pluck or render their 
aim less accurate. 


Shot after shot, volley after volley, the iron hail fell upon the 


ships that were supposed to be invulnerable. 
Their iron casings 


cracked, their oaken ribs trembled under the fierce impact. 
The 


aim of the Americans was chiefly directed to the water line, the 
most vulnerable point, and several solid spheres penetrated the hull 


Washington, May 7—Special—The navy department has 


received official dispatches from Commodore Dewey. Early 
this morning a cablegram was received from Hong Kong. 
It was Dewey's first official report of the battle of Manilla, 
and was conveyed to Hong Kong by the dispatch boat Mc- 
Culloch. 
It was as follows: 


Manila, May i—Sufuadra arrived at Manila at daybreak 


this morning and immediately engaged 
the enemy and 


destroyed the following vessels: 
Cruisers Isla De Cuba, 


Reina Christina, Castillia, Don Antonio De Ulta, Don Juan 
De Austria, Velasco; Gunboats Elanco, Gen Leze, Marquis 
Del Dudeo, Armed Transport Isla Mindano. The American 
squadron was uninjured. 
Only a few were slightly injured. 


The only m^ans of telegraphing is through the American 
consul at Hong Kong. 
I shall communicate - with him. 


(Signed) Dewey. 


The official report states that Dewey cut the cable himself, 


but his force is not sufficient to hold Manila. 
He asks for 


troops. 


Washington. May 7—Special—In brief Dewey states in 


his official reports that he silenced the batteries co mpletely, 
that he cut the cable himself and that the bay and every- 
thing else is completely at his mercy. 


Dewey says further in his report'that he has been unable 


to take possession of the town of Manila for lack of men. 


Landed at Cavite. 


A second dispatch from Commodore Dewey says he has 


taken the foi tifications and has effected a landing at Cavite. 
He has 256 wounded Spaniards as his prisoners, and the 
town of Manilla is at his mercy and could be taken • at any 
time. 
He says he is not in serious need of anything at pres- 


ent: 


From Cavite the Commodore writes—"I have taken pos- 


session of the naval station of the Phillipine Islands, have 
destroyed the fortifications at the bay entrance. 
I control 


the bay completely and can take the city at any time. 
The 


squadron is in excellent health and spirits. 
Spanish losses 


of the Spanish flagship. The decks of all the vessels were swept of 
their swarms of human beings, many being killed and the remainder 
seeking shelter below decks.

• It was a sight never to be forgotten, and when the Spaniards 


scuttled their smaller boats in order to prevent their capture all was 
over, and quiet again reigned in Manila bay. 


The scene, frightful.though magnificent, was witnessed by 


thousands on shore, while the decks and rigging of the foreign craft 
in the bay were black with human beings eager to witness the out- 
come of the fray. 


Washington, May 7.—Special.—The navy department has re- 


ceived a cablegram from Hong Kong announcing the arrival of the 
revenue" cutter McCulloch. 
She brings the report of Commodore 


Dewey. 
It is a cipher dispatch and reached the navy department 


at 4:30 this morning. 
It will probably take six hours for transmis- 


sion and one hour for translation. 
It is signed Brunn, who is 


commander of the McCulloch.

Commodore Dewey's official report says the American vessels 


were uninjured, -and only a few men were slightly wounded.

Washington, May.7.—Special— The dispatch of Devvey, 


as given in these dispatches, was read to the correspondents 
by Secretary Long. He expurgated the reference to the cat- 
ting of the cable by Dewey, and to the lack of forces to land 
at Manila for prudential reasons. 
Immediately after Secre- 


tary Alger was notified of the contents of the message, he 
made arrangements to send a squadron of transports and 
warships from San Francisco to the Philippines at cnce. 


Secretary Alger will probably issue an order for the move- 


ment of troops to Manila today. 
The steamers engaged 


can carry ten thousand troops. The first may go Wednesday. 


The Next Battle. 


Washington, May 7—Special—It is admitted at the navy 


department that the next great fight of. the present war will 
take place at or near the harbor of San Juan, Porto Rico. 
The Cape Verde squadron is expected there hourly, and 
Sampson's fleet will not be many hours behind, if, indeed, it 
is not at hand before the Spaniards arrive. 
Sampson's fleet 


consisting of the New York, Iowa, Indiana and Detroit, with 
the gunboats Puritan and Amphitrite, wili be reinforced, 
ptobably by Monday, by the battleship Oregon, the cruisers 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, and the gunboat Marietta. A bat- 
tle royal may confidently be expected, rivalling in importance 
that of CommodoreJDewey at Manila. 


Thanks to Dewey. 


Washington,. May 7,—Special—The following telegram 


was sent by Secretary Long to Dewey: 
"The President, in 


the name of 'the American people, thanks you and your offi- 
cers and men for your splendid achievement and overwhelm- 


ing victory. In recognition he has appointed you acting Ad- 
miral, and will recommend a vote ot thanks to you by con- 
gress as the foundation for further promotion 
LONG." 


No Equal In History. 


Washington, May 7—Special—As Commodore Dewey's 


dispatches gradually come to hand, the conclusion is forced 
that his victory was overwhelming and complete. 
Nothing 


like the operations of Commodore Dewey and his men and 
ships, is recorded in the history of the world. That Ameri- 
cans suitained practicallly no loss, is considered marvelous by 
naval experts. 


Supplies for Dewey. 


Washington, May 7—Special—It has been decided to send 


a transport with troops and supplies to Commodore Dewey 
at Manila. The city of Pekin will be used and will be escorted 
by the Charleston.
